Not by the Book 


THE British labor party refused to accept 


•*• 
Lord Curzon as premier, because he is a 


member of the house of lords, and the post 
went to Stanley Baldwin, big business man. 
Odd ! Socialists—the labor party is the British 
political expression of socialism—believe that 
the economic revolution which ushered in the 
machine age made obsolete such issues as aris- 
tocracy vs. the common people. The socialist 
doctrine is that economic factors are all that 
count nowadays; that the*real political issue 
of the time is capital vs. labor. 
So 
British 


socialists seem to have ignored one of their car- 
dinal doctrines in basing rejection ,of Curzon 
on his aristocracy, and to have elevated to com- 
mand of the empire's policies a representative 
of all that they declare is wrong with modern 
society and government. 


Perhaps the explanation is that Baldwin 


stands for a more vigorous foreign policy which 
looks to the re-establishment of British trade in 
the world; that he is supposed to favor stiffer 
dealing with France in her commerce-crippling 
maneuvers on the.continent, and to be opposed 
to breaking trade relations with Russia. . Since 
this means more employment for the hundreds 
of thousands of jobless Britons, supporters of 
the labor party, one can see where the party 
finds Baldwin the better bet. 


However, as we shall doubtless not be the 


only ones to point out, this is very much like 
recognizing the essential community of inter- 
ests between capital and labor. And how will 
the socialists of Britain square that with the 
doctrines of Marx and Engels?
